Nellie Easley Weeps Over In- 
nocent Man While Guilty 
One Escapes. 


Had Joined Friendly Tribe 
and Was Going Into 
Remote Section. 














To protect her brother from arrest as 
a deserter from the army, Miss Nellie 
Easley of Niagara, three miles east of 
Alton, planned and successfully carried 
out a ruse by which her sweetheart-was 
substituted for her brother and taken to 
jail. 

By the time the officers disc. -ered 
they had the wrong man, Frank sas- 
ley, the resourceful young woman’s 
brother, had escaped. 

Ray Schneider was the substitute. A 
word from his sweetheart in the pres- 
ence of the officers was enough for 
him. He sacrificed himself to save the 
brother of the young woman he loved. 

This is the second time Miss Easley 
has used her wits to prevent Uncle Sam 
from taking Frank away to prison, and 
she says she -will continue to defend 
him as long as her stock of ideas holds 
out. 

In an unguarded moment a week ago 
Frank cenfided to a fellow employe at 
the East Alton powder works that he 
had left the army without the formal- 
ity of a discharge. He thought the 
man was his friend, but he was be- 
trayed. 

The fellow-employe wrote to Wash- 
ington, asking if he would get the $50 
reward if he should “turh up” Bas- 
ley. He was advised to have officers 
arres’ Easley, and he enlisted the serv-+ 
ices of Constables Crutwell and Dailey 
of East+Alton.

CHICAGO, March 31.—Dr. Jones was 
assistant to Prof. George A. Dorsey, 
curator of the Field Columbian Museum. 
He went to the Philippines in the sum- 
mer of 1906 to study the habits and the 
religions of the tribes, the expense of 
the expedition having been provided for 
by a fund of $25,000 given by Robert F. 
Cummings of Chicago. He was to have 
remained four years. 

Dr. Jones had Indian blood in his 
veins. He was born among the Sac and 
Fox Indians in Oklahoma about 3% years 
ago. When a boy he was sent by the 
Government to the Indian school at 
Hampten, Va.* From there he was sent 
to Andover Academy, at Andover, 
Mass., where he Was graduated. Dr. 
Jones then entered Harvard, where he 
 ochigred honors. 

* "Hie was a member 6f the Hasty Pud- 
ding Club and Was one of the editors 
of the Harvard Crimson. After he was 
traduated from Harvard he took a post- 
graduate course at Columbia University 
and received the degree of dector of 
philosovby. Throughout his college 
career Dr. Jones pursued the study of 
ethnology and soon after leaving Co- 
lumbia he was engaged by the Carnegie 
Institute at Washington in ethnological 
investigations. 

Unravelled Many Mysteries. 

While connected with the Carnegie In- 
stitution he accomplished invaluable re- 
sults in unraveling many of the mys- 
teries of Indian religion. 

“Only vesterday I received a _ letter 
from him, the tener of which clearly in- 
dicated that trouble might be expected,”’ 
said Dr. Dorsey today. ‘“‘He described a 
route that he had mapped out through 
a hestile territery. He had been living 
with a friendiy tribe and had become a 
member of it.

Theater Man Says He Will

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 31.—That 


the Shuberts are preparing for a fight to 
a finish with Klaw & Erlanger, com- 
monly called “The Theater Trust,” was 
the statement last night by J. J. Shu- 
bert at the Hotel Baltimore.

“Faversham will appear at our houses 
here early next season,’ was Mr. Shu- 
bert’s retort when asked about the Fa- 
versham incident in New York which 
has lately brought Erlanger into open 
warfare with the Shuberts. 


Faversham’s Disagreement. 
William Faversham, the actor, perhaps 


the best known from his work in “The 
Squaw Man,” disagreed with Abraham 
Erlanger and the trust man attepted to 
put him out of business. They not only 
refused him bookings in the long string 


of theaters controlled by them, but, ac- | 


cording to Mr. Shubert, attempted to in- 
timidate independent managers and the 
Shuberts into. refusing him. 

“We are not going to be made a cats- 
paw for Erlanger,” said Mr. Shubert. “A 
long term of power has spoiled him. If 
we are not strong enough now to give 
him measure for measure, we will be, 
and are now bending our efforts toward 
that end. . \

McGraw claims that because Mike 
Donlin has failed to come to terms with 
the Giants, and because he hasn't de-

Latham, he can take no chances on let- 
ting any of his stars get away. Before 
leaving Roger he promised that should 
Donlin come back and the Seymou: af- 
fair be patched up, the St. Lowis club 
could then hope to get help. 

The blow was a severe one to fres- 
nahan and Owner Robison, who kept 
the New York manager out of be! un- 
til 1 o’clock this morning trying to Dring 
some influence to bear. But it seemed 
they had no influence whatever with 
McGraw, who is looking out only for 
New York, and has no pity on the dilap- 
idated Cardinals.

Everybody But Jeffries Willing to

NEW YORK, March 31.-—The heavy- 
weight situation has suddenly become 
complicated. Night before last Jack 
Johnson. publicly announced that he’d 
post $5000 for a fight with Jeffries, and 
that, if.Jeffries failed to cover it, the 
money would go to bind a match with 
the first man who accepted the chal- 
lenge and put up his coin. Johnson 
posted his money. 

At 8:80 o’clock in the morning Wil- 
lie Britt, who manages Ketchel, jumped 
in and covered Johnson's forfeit. Wil- 
lie had only $4300 in his pocket at that 
time in the morning, but his friend, 
Tim Hurst, dug into his jeans for the 
balance of $700. 

Later in the day Billy Delaney ap- 
peared with backing for Al Kaufmann. 
Johnson apparently Is very anxious to 
sidestep Ketchel, for he favors the 
Kaufmann challenge. Probably he got 
a look at Jack O’Brien after the Ketch- 
el fight and didn’t like the effect of the 
middleweight champion’s handiwork. 

Besides . Kauf.nann, Jim Corbett, 
Langford and Sailor Sharkey are after 
Johnson. 

Johnson may make a match with 
Kaufmann aad stall along for months 
without’ fighting.
